Niagara Palls, Ont., June 9.—Mexi­ 
co will not be asked by the United 
States to pay a war indemnity.

through the American delegates that 
President Wilson will he content to 
have set up in Mexico a stable gov­ 


ernment to succeed the Huerta rule. 
An intimation to this 
effect 
has 
been prevalent throughout the media 
Don conference and made easy the 
opposing delegates meeting harmoni 
ously and lent consistency 
to 
the 
American demand that consideration 
he given the constitutionalists 
The United States is not disposed 
to make any unnecessary drain upon 
Mexico’s already depleted finances. 
The mediators have submitted to 
the Mexican delegates the counter 
proposal 
of 
Hie American govern 
ment for the pacification of Mexico. 
The American plan is, with a few 
modifications, tile same as me medi­ 
ators and Mexican delegates recently 
agreed upon and which Huerta ap­ 
proved. 
It provides the method of 
transferring the executive power at 
Mexico City front the present, regime 
to the new' provisional government, 
which shall in a few months conduct 
elections for government officials. 
When the plans are arranged final 
approval will be withheld until the 
attitude of the constitutionalists is 
learned. 
The mediators’ correspond­ 
ence with the constitutionalists insists 
on a declaration of an armistice and 
the broadening of the discussion for 
international or internal questions. 
The constitutionalists agreed to the* 
latter points, but absolutely refused 
to consider the armistice. 
Another factor is that all military 
leaders 
signed 
a pact a year ago. 
known as the plan of Guadalupe, 
which provides specifically that the 
constitutionalists shall take posses­ 
sion of Mexico City by force of arms 
and establish a 
provisional 
presi­ 
dency. 
The 
constitutionalists

The constitutionalists undoubtedly 
will have a voice in the selection of 
the provisional president and at least 
two of their number will occupy the 
principal portfolios in the new cab!

For years the great colleges 
of Christendom have been undermin 
ing faith by undermining belief in the 
Bible. 
While they do not make an 
attack upon faith itself, while they a11 
admit that faith may have its place 
as a grand quality of character, and 
that the Scriptures instruct for faith 
vet they proceed to do the very same 
kind of work that Robert. Ingersol) 
and Thomas Paine tried to accom­ 
plish—to undermine confidence in the 
Bible ag the Word of God.

After we have lost our confidence, 
what have we left for a foundation pf 
belief? 
W e have merely 
what

Higher Criticism and Evolu­ 
tion; and this means that after a lit 
tie process of reasoning along these 
lines m any would conclude that the 
Bible Is merely a collection of choice 
Jewish literaftire, written

The pastor then dem onstrated that 
those who reject the Bible as the 
Word of God have no other founds 
lion for whatever faith they may pos 
sess than the guess of this or that 
man, or of themselves.

The Cause of the Falling Away. 
Then the pastor showed tnat the 
eyes of many Christians are not wide 
open for the same reason that St.

No Liquor on Wabash Trains. 
To show that railroads are adher­ 
ing strictly to the local option laws 
in one case, at least, the sale of liquor 
has been stopped in the whole state 
of Missouri. 
Last October the receivers of the 
W abash railroad were 
indicted 
by 
the Clay county grand jury for the 
sale of liquor on their trains while 
in Clay county. 
Jam es L. Minnis, general solicitor 
for the Wabash, has written a letter 
to Judge Frank P. Divelbiss al Liber­ 
ty. 
A paragraph which refers to the 
prosecution of the road by this court 
last March reads as follows: 
“As a result of the prosecution on 
March 17, 1914, intoxicating liquors 
were taken off our dining cars which 
run through Missouri, and since that 
day no intoxicating liquors whatever 
have been sold on our trains in that 
state, and I assure you th at we intend 
to strictly adhere to the policy of for­ 
bidding the sale of any intoxicating 
liquors whatever on the trains in Mis­ 
souri.”
